Water  Supply. 

Lyne  Regis  obtains  its  water  supplies  fron  the  East  Devon  Water  Board. 

Under  the  East  Devon  Water  (Lyne  Regis)  Order  1958,  the  Board  acquired 
the  Lyne  Regis  District  Water  Company,  and  the  Order  of  i960,  transferred  to 
the  Board,  the  Water  Undertalcing  of  the  Borough  of  Lyne  Regis  on  l/l2/60. 

The  Pinhay  Development  ^Scheme . 

Stage  1  of  this  schene  to  develop  the  Hartstongue  spring  near  Lyne 
Regis  to  its  full  capacity  of  500,000  g.p.d,  was  conpleted  by  the  end  of  1 961  , 
and  the  second  stage,  comprising  a  500,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Rousdon  to 
provide  additional  storage  in  the  Lyne  Regis  area,  was  conpleted  and  cane  into 
service  early  in  1962.  After  the  installation  of  the  new  pumps,  difficulties 
arose  fron  an  aeration  problen,  and  the  two  punps  concerned  were  removed  and 
replaced  by  vertical  spindle  punps. 

River  Abstraction. 

In  order  to  guard  against  any  possible  interruption  in  supplies  through 
landslips  at  the  Pinliay  source ,  the  Board  have  leased  a  parcel  of  land  near 
Whitford  Bridge  on  the  river  joce  and  installed  there,  punping,  filtration 
and  chlorination  equipment,  so  that  water  could  be  taken  fron  the  river  if 
necessary  to  make  up  any  deficiency  fron  Pinhay.  The  Devon  River  Board 
consented  to  an  abstraction  not  exceeding  500,000  g.p.d.  subject  to  a 
prescribed  nininun  flow  of  the  river.  After  a  Public  Enquiry  the  Minister 
made  an  Order  substantially  on  the  lines  submitted  but  limiting  the  power  of 
abstraction  to  periods,  when  by  reason  of  accident  or  otherwise,  it  is  not 
reasonably  practicable  to  obtain  water  for  supply  purposes  fron  Pinhay. 

Renewal  of  Mains. 

During  the  year  575  yards  of  V*  mains  were  renewed  and  323  yards  of  3" 
new  mains  installed. 


Over  95?°  of  the  houses  have  water  laid  on  and  the  renainder  are  supplied 
fron  outside  taps. 

Analyses. 


37  sanples  fron  springs,  mains  and  household  taps  were  taken  by  the  Water 
Board  and  all  were  reported  from  the  Laboratory  as  being  satisfactory.

Drainage  _and  Sewerage . 

The  developed  areas  of  the  town  are  on  the  water  borne  carriage  system, 
largely  combined  soil  and  surface,  with  the  exception  of  the  post  war  housing 
estate  which  is  on  the  separate  system,  and  all  new  properties,  where 
practicable,  are  now  being  dealt  with  on  the  latter  system.  One  small  area, 

Ware  Lane  is  dealt  with  on  septic  tanks  and  filters.  The  Council’s  seasonal 
Monmouth  Beach  area  has  part  water  borne  system  and  part  Elsan,  the  latter 
being  collected  twice  weekly. 

Over  two- thirds  of  the  drainage  of  the  town  is  received  and  discharged 
into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  Eastern  Outfall  (l8"  cast  iron  sewer) 
across  Broad  Ledge,  installed  in  1900. 

The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  a  9"  sewer  discharging  into  a  12"  cast 
iron  sewer  carried  out  beyond  low  water  mark  west  of  the  Cobb.  The  9"  portion 
of  this  sewer,  is  situated  in  the  movement  area  of  Cobb  Road,  and  requires 
constant  attention. 

Owing  to  the  serious  land  slip  in  the  vicinity  of  Cobb  Road  in  1962, 
close  observation  was  kept  on  the  sewers  and  drains  in  Cobb  Road.  Ware  Cliff 
reservoir  was  emptied  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  has  been  kept  empty 
in  case  of  further  land  slip. 

On  the  Cobb  outfall  two  leaks  were  repaired. 

At  Cobb  G-ate  and  Cart  Road,  blockages  were  cleared  and  two  new  manholes 
built,  and  in  Broad  Street,  the  sewer  was  repaired  and  an  inspection  chamber 
built,  while  in  Coonbe  Street  the  sewer  was  cleared  e,nd  a  rodding  eye  fixed. 

241  yards  of  9"  and  1 56  yards  of  6"  sewers  were  laid  in  the  Haye  Lane 
development  area,  while  on  the  Marine  Parade  57  yards  of  4"  sewer  wore  renewed 
and  1  new  inspection  chamber  built,  e.nd  in  Colway  Lane  and  Upper  Wes  thill  Road 
18  yards  of  surface  drain  were  laid  and  2  new  gullies  fixed. 

Publi q  Lavatories « 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes  in  five  blocks  at  the  Square,  Marine 
Parade,  Cobb  Harbour,  Monmouth  Beach,  one  small  block  for  men  at  the  Victoria  Pier, 
and  also  a  separate  block  at  the  Monmouth  Beach  for  the  use  of  the  Sandboy  Huts 
and  caravans.  The  remaining  turnstile  in  the  Ladies’  toilets,  Marine  Parade, 
was  removed,  and  individual  locks  fitted. 

Parts  of  the  Ladies’  accommodation  at  the  Square,  the  Ladies’  and  dents’ 
at  the  Monmouth  Beach,  and  the  Sandboy  Huts,  are  closed  during  the  winter.  The 
construction  of  a  new  block  of  toilets  at  Holmbush  Car  Park  was  completed 
and  opened  at  Easter, 
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Public  Cleansing*. 

L  weekly  collection  is  nade  of  household  and  trade  refuse  by  one  lorry 
and  in  the  summer,  additional  collections  are  nade  in  the  business  areas  of* 
•fcho  toroi  aS  required»  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on  the  cliffs  east 
of  the  town.  All  nain  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies  are  cleared  on  the 
Borough  roads  by  the  Council  and  on  Classified  roads  by  the  County  Council, 
Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of  the  town  and  beaches. 


Rodent  Control  and  Ecadicatlnn  0f  Vermin. 


No  full-tine  Rodent  Operator  is  enployed.  One  of  the  Council's  worknen 
who  has  attended  training  courses,  deals  with  the  Council's  drains,  sewers 
refuse  tip  and  premises,  and  also  private  premises  on  receipt  of  complaints.

Bathing  takes  place  in  the  sea 
during  the  season  from  all  beaches,  and  dressing  accommodation  is  available 
from  huts  and  tents  on  the  main  beach.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Byelaw. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  is  one  camping  ground  of  %  acres  situated  on  the  hill  to  the  north 
of  the  town,  i/ith  200  caravan  sites  licensed  for  summer  use  only  and  winter  storage. 
A  third  sanitary  block  was  built  during  the  year  and  the  whole  site  now 
drains  to  the  public  sewer.  The  camp  is  well  maintained. 

On  the  Monmouth  Beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  exists  a  collection 
of  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  for  summer  use  only.  Water  is  supplied 
by  standpipes  at  various  points.  On  the  same  beach,  the  Council  own  and  let 
28  residential  chalets  for  seasonal  letting.  These  are  laid  on  concrete 
foundations  \ri_th  asphalt  paths  in  three  terraces  around  walled— in  lawns. 

Each  chalet  has  an  independent  water  supply,  electric  lighting  and  cooking, 
food  cupboard,  trapped  sink,  and  drainage  connected  to  the  public  sewer  system. 
Lavatory. accommodation  water  borne,  is  provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate  block 
of  buildings  and  drains  to  the  public  sewer. 

On  the  Monmouth  Plateau  there  are  13  caravans  each  with  a  gully  connected 
to  the  sewer  and  a  standpipe  for  water  supply  for  every  pair.  A  block  of  toilets 
to  supply  the  site  was  commenced  in  1963.  This  will  replace  the  Elsans. 

The  Pollution  of  Rivers . 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  river  Lyn  during  its  course 
through  the  Borough,

Milk  Supply. 

Since  1961  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 
of  special  designation  in  connection  with  milk,  or  the  registration  of 
distributors,  was  transferred  from  the  Council  to  the  Dorset  County  Council 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960.  The  County  Council, 
however,  have  continued  to  keep  this  Council  informed  of  the  number  of  samples 
taken.  11  samples  were  taken  10  passed  and  1  failed  the  prescribed  test. 

6  Dealers’  licences  to  sell  Pre-packed  milk  were  issued, 

T_h_e  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Specified  _iireas)(No_. 2)  Order,  1962. 

This  Order  came  into  operation  on  25/6/62.  The  effect  is  to  make 
obligatory  the  use  of  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
in  relation  to  all  retail  sales  of  milk  with  few  exceptions.
